] ohn Brown’s Steer— 


an Aberdeen-Angus Wins at Detroit 


Elliott Brown, of Rose Hill, Iowa, is not 
the only one of that name to uphold the 
reputation of the Black steers this year. 
John A. Brown, owner of the Fairlee Farm 
at Newport, Michigan, and Russell McFar- 
land, farm manager produced and exhibited 
a black diamond that put us all to sleep at 
the Annual Detroit Fat Stock Show, writes 
W. W. (Bill) Crapo, Hereford breeder and 
president of the Michigan Beef Producers 
Association. 

A novel scheme was tried, says Bill, this 
year. No judging of these steers was per- 
formed before the sale, but the cattle buy- 
ers went from pen to pen examined each 
steer. The auctioneer announced that the 
steer selling for the highest price would be 
declared Grand Champion and the exhibitor 
would be given the purple ribbon. The sale 
opened with three Wildwood steers which 
went for $18.75 per hundredweight. This 
remained the high price until two Herefords 
brought 19c and 22c from Louis Fineman 
and Kamman & Smith respectively. 

At this time the John Brown steer was 
led in, and in some spirited bidding by 
Messrs. Burston, P. A. Breitenbeck and 
Chris Wengel, 1518 Adelaide street the 
steer was quickly run up to 40c per pound 
when Col. Lloyd Lovewell, veteran auction- 
eer from Michigan, announced that Mr. 
Wengel had purchased this choice beef 
steer, which announcement according to pre- 
vious announcement carried with it the pur- 
ple ribbon. 

According to Mr. Crapo, next year’s De- 
troit Show will place especial emphasis on 
the Boy’s and Girl’s steer exhibits. Details 
will be announced in the near future. 

Although a dyed in the wool Whiteface 
man President Crapo is a booster for all 
beef cattle regardless of color or breed. 
His letter head carries this splendid slogan 
— “All for one and one for all,” which ap- 
pears just below a group of three steers, 
an Aberdeen-Angus, a Hereford and a 
Shorthorn. He’s right there is room for all 
and we should be fighting for one purpose— 
the production of better beef.

Has a Doddie Grand Champion 


The Grand Rapids, Michigan Fat Stock 
Show held December 10, 11 and 12, 1929, 
gave the Aberdeen-Angus breed another 
grand champion steer. This three day af- 
fair ended with an auction sale in which the 
grand champion Aberdeen-Angus _ steer 
shown and owned by Hall Orchards Farms, 
Inc., at Belding, Michigan, passed through 
the auction ring at a new high price for 
Grand Rapids. The steer, Czar of Hall Or- 


chards, sold at $1.83 per pound, netting his 
owner Mr. B. F. Hall the total sum of $1,- 
’ 635.00, and passed at that price to the own- 
ership of Ryskamp Brothers market. 
Many other good sales were reported. 
Among them the champion Shorthorn steer 


which sold to the same market at 25 cents 
per pound, and the reserve grand champion, 
a Hereford, which sold to a west side meat 
dealer at 50 cents per pound. Hall Or 
chards sold another Aberdeen-Angus calf to 
Hotel Pantlind at 27 cents per pound. Aut: 
tioneer N. C. Thomas did a nice piece 0 
work when he sold these bullocks. Elevel- 
year-old Rex Hartman made quite a hit wi 
the bidders, selling his crossbred calf at 36 
cents per pound, receiving from Van’s mar- 
ket a check for $317.20.

Three hundred and forty-two Aberdeen-Angus, Hereford, and 
shorthorn calves competed for Mississippi Valley honors on No- 
vember 14 and 15 at the Sixth Annual Producers’ Baby Beef Club 
show and Sale. Twenty-six counties over Missouri and Illinois sent 


their best specimens of beef production for the occasion. There 
were 104 Aberdeen-Angus 
wlves; 147 Herefords; and 
31 Shorthorns in the Show. 

Above all this competi- 
tion, a little twelve year old 
girl’ ascended with highest 
honors to the grand cham- 
pionship with her pet Aber- 
deen-Angus steer, “Brilliant 
Boy.” His one thousand and 
seventy-seven pounds of beef 
surpassed all other calves in 
symmetry, mellowness, qual- 
ity, and finish. As we shall 
see later, his extreme quality 
was not superficial, but con- 
tinued with him as a prime 
carcass animal on the pack- 
ing company hooks. 

Sarah Ann Tolan has 
seemingly inherited some of 
the intuition and instinct so 
highly characteristic of her 
family. Her father feeds out 
as high as fifteen carload of 
these choice beeves on _ his 
ranch at Farmingdale, IIli- 
nois, to be shown at the Chi- 
cago International Live Stock 
Exposition in car lots each 


all directions and arrived at 
the show at all times of the 
day and night before the 
grand occasion when Professors E. A. Trowbridge, and H. P. Rusk 
of the University of Missouri and Illinois respectively, were to pick 
out the best individual among them.

It would appear that the outstanding quality and uniformity of 
the breed has definitely settled the grand champion car load awards 
at the International Exposition. It goes by common consent, well 
nigh unanimous, to the Aberdeen-Angus and Ed. Hall has formed 
the habit of carrying off the coveted prize each year. Over in The 
Exposition building in the single steer contests we find new names 
and the youth of America is playing a winning hand. The 1929 
grand champion was owned by Elliott Brown, Rose Hill, Iowa 
and was sold for the record breaking price of $825.00 per hundred 
weight to the J. C. Penney Co. The calf weighed 950 pounds and 
with the prize money brought his owner 
about $9000.00, the price of a good quarter 
section of land in many farming communi- 
ties today. He was commented upon by the 
celebrated Judge Walter Biggar, Dalbeattie, 
Scotland, as being, “As near perfection, as 
it is possible to make. He shows a mini- 
mum of waste and a maximum of quality. 
The best I ever handled of any breed in any 
land.” This grand champion was got by 
Eddy Marshall by Earl Marshall J., which 
was the sire of the twice International re- 
serve champion bull Ames Plantation Pal, 
and son of Earl Marshall the most famous 
of doddie sires. 

Elliott Brown, the twenty year old own- 
er of the calf was born and brought up in 
an Aberdeen-Angus environment. He is a 
son of Mr. and Mrs. John Brown of Rose 
Hill, Iowa, and was born on the McHenry 
farm at Denison, Iowa. John Brown is a 
native of Central Missouri. His father was 
a blacksmith who did some farming. Sev- 
eral of the older Browns combined these 
two occupations as a means of providing 
support for themselves and their families. 
When Johnnie, as he was called, was a 
youngster his father was the blacksmith oe 
and horseshoer at Estill, Missouri, the mecca to which the principal 
doddie devotees of America journeyed. It was in the days when 
the grabbing of purples at the big shows was not so good for the 
Hawkeyes as it is today. My attention was first attracted to John- 
nie when he was employed by the late Hugh W. Elliott to assist 
in preparing sixty head of cattle for an auction to be held at Kan- 
sas City in 1899. Mr. Elliott had several men employed regularly 
whom he was sending to Kansas City with the cattle and it was 
not his intention that Johnnie should go. The situation dawned 


upon Johnnie after the cattle were loaded. He approached Mr. 
Elliott in the depot at Estill with tears which were audible, saying: 
“Mr. Elliott ain’t I going to Kansas City?” Hugh Elliott never 
hesitated but quickly replied: 


“Yes Johnnie you are going” and he 
did. Johnnie was with the vic- 
torious show herd of Wallace 
Estill that fall under the su- 
pervision of Robert Johnson. 
He also assisted Johnson in 
preparing the cattle for the 
Estill dispersion at Chicago 
in 1900, which was the best 
auction of the breed held in 
America up to that time. It 
was here that Mr. McMcHen- 
ry procured Tenth Laird of 
Estill, the progenitor of Earl 
Marshall and the many grand 
champions and breeding cele- 
brities descending through 
this line. 

After the Estill disper- 
sion Robert Johnson was em-

previous period. Upon leaving Denison, Brown entered into bo 

nership with H. J. Hess, Waterloo, Iowa in a 
breeding of Aberdeen-Angus cattle. We do ot 
know the particulars but in the slump which A. 
in all things agricultural, Hess and Brown must i 
suffered severe financial losses for they ceased to do 
business in a very critical period. With his traini 
and efficiency, backed by the blood of those black. 
smith-farmer ancestors, who readily engaged in the 
task at hand, and never above doing it, John Brown 
accepted a position as herdsman with the, at that 
time, noted breeder and exhibitor of Herefords, Cy- 
rus A. Tow, of Iowa, who shortly thereafter dis- 
persed his herd. Then came the opportunity to re- 
turn to the care of his beloved doddies and he was 
placed in charge of the farm and herd of Dr. Jarvis 
at Rose Hill, lowa, who was also preparing to dis- 
perse his herd. Mr. Brown secured possession of 
the Jarvis farm and in the dispersion procured some 
of the best breeding cattle of the herd. It is on this 
farm at Rose Hill that the Brown family is becom- 
ing celebrated as a race of cattle breeders demon- 
strating to the world that the breeding business is 
not specially a rich man’s game but a business which 
can be profitably followed by those of moderate 
means who will take the pains to apply economic, 
business and breeding principles to the management 
of it. They are proving that success and prosperity 
do come to those who persistently mate the good 
ones of the well known strains from which the best have been 
produced. 

Rounding into the home stretch with my story I find that I 
have been so busy with the head of the family as a cattleman that 
I have neglected his courtship and marriage. I am without details 
concerning these important events as they occured after Estill was 
forsaken. I know that Johnnie is an outstanding specimen of the 
say little saw wood type and I suspect the courtship was short.

Meat Is “Well-Mixed”—The meat is also described as being 
“well-mixed,” meaning that fat and lean lie side by side in each 
and every mouthful, a joy at once to the butcher, the cook and Mr. 
Ultimate Consumer whose fell-fed satisfaction at that neat ar- 
rangement can better be imagined than described. ‘ 

That the Aberdeen-Angus, from the standpoint of the killer, 
also excells in the economical disposition of his quality meat over 
his frame, is demonstrated by the fact that an Aberdeen-Angus 
heifer holds the world’s record for dressing percentage, her dressed 
carcass having weighed 76.75 per cent of her total live weight. The 
finished weight of the Aberdeen- 
Angus is placed smoothly without 
patchiness, rolls, or “gobs,” giving 
the animal a neat appearance great- 
ly appreciated by expert judges of 
meat animals such as the packer 
buyer who leans over or sits upon 
your corral fence the while he dick- 
ers for your cattle. At the Chicago 
International, the best judges the 
meat industry of the world affords 
have awarded the Aberdeen-Angus 
14 out of 27 single steer grand cham- 
pionships, 3 other grand champions 
having been Aberdeen-Angus grades 
or cross-breds, 19 out of the 25 steer 
group grand champion- 
ships have gone to the 
Aberdeen - Angus, as 
have 23 out of the 27 
grand championships in 
the carlot contests.

Sanders states in his recently published history of the breed, is 
“matter of breed, not feed.” 
Small Bone Structure 

The “marbled” meat of the Aberdeen-Angus coupled with a 
bone structure relatively small in comparison to the mass of the 
muscle fibers, explains why the breed has won 179 out of 262 prizes 
awarded at the long succession of carcass contests at the Chicago 
International Live Stock Show. That the Aberdeen-Angus has a 
virtual monopoly upon superlatively excellent carcasses is demon- 
strated by the fact that he has won 26 out of 27 grand champion- 
ships awarded in that contest at that show. 

The foregoing facts rivet the attention when it is remembered 
that the judges in the carcass contest, all breeds competing, make 
there awards without specific knowledge of the breed which the 
carcass represents. Identification is by number only. That the 
Aberdeen-Angus, under those circumstances, has been able to carry 
off not only 68 per cent of all prizes awarded but also 95 per cent 
of the grand championships awarded, conclusively indicates that he 
produces a carcass differing radically from those produced by com- 
peting beef breeds. 

The “marbleing” of the meat constitutes that difference. In- 
stead of storing his fat in a heavy layer of tallow on the outside 
of his carcass, or laying is away in great chunks of suet in the 
kidney region, it is the nature of the Aberdeen-Angus to store his 
fat in veins and streaks interlarded among the meat fibers. Ina 
‘toss section of the round, for instance, the effect is not unlike the 
tandom veining of marble, hence the term.

their victories. Witness

Referring back to the preceding paragraph but one, observe 
again, and for another purpose, the march of the percentage: single 
steer, 51 per cent; steer group, 76 per cent; carlot of steers, 85 
per cent. Isn’t there something about that progression that sug- 
gests the increasing importance of color uniformity as the group 
increases in numbers? 

A dominating factor in the quantity production of quality meat 
by the Aberdeen-Angus and his crosses is the absence of horns. 
Hides are ripped, fresh wounds and partially healed scars appear 
on the carcasses of fat animals; but not if those animals and their 
fellows in the feedlot and shipping cars have been of Aberdeen- 
Angus derivation.

IN THE DAYS JUST AHEAD; 
THE WATER SUPPLY FOR WINTER. 

A writer in a certain exchange is emphatic in his assertion that 
water is one of the prime requisites in bringing cattle through the 
winter successfully. He insists that “drinking the snow” is insuf- 
ficient, that no cattleman should permit his cattle to go a single 
day without a drink of fresh water if such a thing is at all avail- 
able. Where satisfactory tank heaters are not available it is well 
to thoroughly bank the tank with fresh horse manure tightly pack- 
ed between the tank and a frame built something ‘like eight to 
twelve inches from the tank. Where cattle secure water from a 
creek or stream it is essential that a water hole be chopped daily 
regardless of the weather. We know lots of cattlemen who think 
plenty of snow is ample excuse for not chopping a water hole. This 
man says there is no excuse if the cattle are to come through the 
winter at their best.

NEITHER THE TIME 
NOR THE PLACE. 


Judge William J. Grant of the Argentine 
was quite right in his statement at the 
Annual Banquet to the effect that no breed- 
er who had ambitions to get anywhere in 
the cattle breeding business should hesitate 
about the price of a bull that suited his re- 
quirements. A few hundred dollars may 
stop a purchase, when as a matter of fact 
that few hundred dollars may be standing 
between the breeder and success. A bull 
that does not suit and that you are certain 
will not meet your expectations as a breeder 
is the most expensive piece of property any 
man can purchase. It is an easy matter to 
tear down the quality of a herd through 
the use of a poor qualitied bull, and it is 
quite another matter to improve the quality 
through the use of an outstanding individ- 
ual bull, backed by dependable ancestry. 
Often enough an individual of this sort fails 
to make good. But altogether too frequent- 
ly does the other sort work havoc. Better 
much would the average breeder be would 
he allow his cows to miss a season rather 


than to mate them with an inferior bull. 


Avoid these hazards in 1930, for this is 
neither the time nor the place to permit the 
standard of your herd to decline. Next 
year’s calf crop will make a new mark in 
breed history sure as we are alive today.
